record of 14 holdups of Chinese restauran ts. 
This in ciden t m ight be dismissed w ith the 
thought th a t all’s well th a t ends well, if it could 
be considered as an isolated ex ception to the 
general rule. 
Too often, however, the rights of 
individuals, particularly if friendless, are sacri­ 
ficed by the carelessness or indifference of con ­ 
stituted authority in civil as well as crim in al 
proceedings. 
Even the guilty offender is en ­ 
titled to protection he does not alway s get. 
Obviously the duty of the police an d the pros­ 
ecutor is n ot concerned alone with obtaining 
convictions.
